- Six Millions for Golf Balls. , 


There are a number of golf courses 


In and near Philadelphia, and there 
are thousands ol golf ^enthuaiaats in 
thia city. They will probably be in- 
terested to hear that golf players all 
over the country spend $6,000,000 on 
golf balls each year. 


With the Increase in interest of all 


out-of-doois sports, golf haa .steadily 
grown more popular, until today few 
communities in the United States are 
without at least a cine-hole course. 
Five years ago it was said there were 
a quarter of a million golfers ia Amer- 
ica. 
Today there are certainly half 


a million. It la a bit difficult to esti- 
mate the number of balls used, for 
players vary in time over the course, 
losses and in the damage they do to 
the guttapercha spheres. 
Then, too, 


some have old balls remade and soiled 
balls repainted. It is pretty certain, 
however, that at least two dozen balla 
a season are bought by the ordinary 
golfer.

Short Ballots This Fall. 


With the prospect that party lines 


are to be disregarded this fall as 
never before in a presidential election 
and the uncertainty as to who will 
get the electoral vote of Wisconsin, 
candidates for state and county offices 
are up in the air as to their chances 
of election. 
There is new law, how- 


ever, passed at the last session of the 
legislature which seems to have shown 
wonderful foresight in providing for 
a situation like the present. 
It pro 


vides that two ballots shall be niecl 
in every presidential election in Wis- 
consin in the future, one for presi- 
dential electors and the other for state 
and county officials. 
Thus It will be 


possible for a Republican to vote for 
& Democrat for president with one 
cross mark and vote the state and 
county 
Republican 
tickets 
with 


another cross, or vice versa. 
In a 


situation of the kind represented this 
year, the danger of attempting to 
line up Republicans to vote for a

It was 
one of the worst cases ever seen here 
and resulted in the death of the cow 
and a week after being brought here.

Russian Ice Breaker. 


The breaking ot ice In the harbors 


of Russian seaports has always been 
'a :>erious problem. According to news- 
paper reports the Russian government 
has accepted a new 1,800 ton ice 
breaker, Peter the Great, which will 
ass'st vessels through the perilous 
Gulf of Riga. This harbor has here- 
tofore been dependent on the ice 
breaker Yermak of Reval. The new 
vessel was built at Gothenburg. 
Its 


'ongth ever ah is 180.5 feet, its great- 
sst breadth 50 8 leet. and its draft 


twenty-one teet. Most of the ship's 
hold is taken up with the machinery, 
which includes main engines of 2,401) 
horse nower and a 1,200 horse power 
engine for the forward propeller. The 
vessel has a rounded bottom and con- 
siderable flare to its sides. The two 
centrifugal pumps for filling the side 
tanks of the ship can be used for sal- 
vage operations by means of deck 
couplings. The ship is lighted by elec- 
tricity and equipped with a search- 
light. The engines, under forced draft, 
indicated 3,925 horse power on the 


vessel's trial trip, and gave a speed of 
14% knots. The total cost of the ves- 
sel was 1,010,000 marks (?240,380).
